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1* Forwarded under separate cover, at Callender's request. Is a 
copv at his letter of October 24th to the President of QKIVORY, which he Indicated 
to [Z Z3 in paragraph 4 of the reference, he planned to send* Callender reques- 
ted the October 28th oontaot for the purpose of passing this copy of the letter, 
which he walled to his former Headquarters on 25th October* 

2* In the course of the conversation (withtl 33 1 Callender re- 
iterated nost of the points he had wade two weeks previously to C L33 He said 
he would reveal no "state secrets" in the course of any litigation which night 
ensue frow the course of action on which he has embarked with the sending of the 
attached letter. He feels that an unfavorable response by QKTVORY will place the 
burden of provoking publicity on that office* As pointed out in paragraph 5 C of 
the reference, he plans to allude to OEKOKB involvement in some way In QKITOK7, on 
the basis of the two fact sheets which be states were issued by OKIVORY in res- 
ponse to attacks by DEN 1* He said, with sons emotion, that this particular 
criticism, allegedly made by XDBN 2 In a staff nesting In Callender's absence, 
rankled more than any other and created the greatest problem for him In estab- 
lishing any future reputation* He expressed the hope that the QKIYOK7 response 
would be reasonable, but also emphasized that If QKIVoRY brought up a battery of 
legal talent In the expectation of overwhelming him or discouraging him in view of 
the cost of litigation, he would be compelled to answer In kind and to place hie 
case in the hands of appropriate French lawyers — with resultant publicity (at 
least limited) whether or not the case ever came to trial* 

2* He repeated his assurance to CL 33 that he had not dismissed 
his dismissal with any of his French contacts — had not, in fact, bade them 
farewell In order to avoid embarrassing questions* He had pursued the same course 
with the e xiles, except for those like HEN 3, whom he had known before the exis- 
tence of QJOTCKX. He said it had not been necessary to criticize QKIWOHy with 
these individuals, since they took the initiative in this direction themselves — 
and he had only to listen. He has also seen HEN 4, HEN 5 and HEN 6. 

4. In response to questions be also discussed the question of his 
former Deputy, HEN 7# of whom he spoke highly and whom he had, he said, commended 
to C3 33 sa a useful person for some future operation* He was apprised In general 
terms of the recent C contacts with HEN 7* of which he seemed already to be

Dear General Crittenberger: 

On June 23, 195$, I was informed by an eramisary acting 
on behalf of yourself and Bernard Yarrow of my dismissal, as 
of June 30, 1958, from Free Europe Committee, Inc* Althou#i 
the deception surrounding this decision was both unnecessary 
and unworthy, I have never protested the fact of that dismissal, 
since it is clearly your right to choose your collaborators in 
Free Europe Committee, Inc* 

However, the manner in which this dismissal was carried 
out was such as to create a public impression damaging to my 
professional reputation* 

I note that parlor to my dismissal a report concerning me 
was written under your authority, which report was libelous. 

Following my dismissal, explanations of that dismissal 
were given by a responsible official of your organization, 
which explanations were slanderous. 

The foregoing have been injurious to both my professional 
and personal reputation. 

I have so far taken no action on these matters out of 
regard for the Committee's purposes, and in the expectation 
that steps would be taken to correct the situation. However, 
defamation of my character, drjuage to my professional reputa- 
tion, and slander of my person, at the hands of the Committee 
or its agents, are not necessary to the achievement of the 
Committee 1 s purposes. In addition, no steps have been taken 
by your organization to correct this situation. 

On the contrary, a further explanation of my dismissal 
has now gained currency on the basis of statements made by

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officials of your organization* This explanation* alleging 
my personal involvement in financial irregularities* impugns 
my personal integrity, does grave damage to ray professional 
and personal reputation, and is slanderous* 

I suggest that in view of the foregoing, you designate, 
within 15 days of receipt of this letter, your representative 
in Paris to moet with me with a view to arriving at a settle- 
ment of these questions* 

My only alternative to the foregoing suggested procedure 
is to consider the legal action necessary to obtain redress 
in the French, American, and German courts*
